There are undoubtedly several kinds or varieties of comedy, among 
them romantic comedy, comedy of manners, sentimental comedy, and 
farce. To these could easily be added classical comedy and high and low 
comedy. But when it comes to trying to classify a play it is usually quite 
difficult to make a clear distinction between the various kinds of com- 


edy. One finds that a good com- 
edy usually contains elements of 
several kinds of comedy.
